‘ters showed a consumption of 140 kilowatt hours 
for March, 1907, and 350 kilowatt hours for 
March, 1908, but W. Davies Pittman, general 
manager.of the company, is unable to account for 
any such increase. The company’s power bill for 
March, 1907, was $63.87, as compared with $96.96 for 
1908, an increase of 62 per cent. The company has 
operated the same machinery for the same number 
of houfs each day during the comparative pertods, 


oist Building, paid $70.86 for light in Mareh, 

1907, and $106.50 in March, 1908, and $40 for 
power in 1907 and $9 for power in 1908. There was 
an increase of 52 per cent in his light bill and 125 
per cent in his power bill. Mr. Benoist formerly 
had a contract with Union Electric for light at 5 
cents a kilowatt hour, and a $40 flat rate on his el- 
evator. “Union Electric terminated his contract, 
and the best rate he could get was 8.4 cents from 
the Phoenix, which is also owned by the Nerth 
American Co. Union Electric demanded a still 
higher rate.

MADRID, May 17.—The little Prince of Asturias is 
1 year old. A thanksgiving service was held for him 
in the palace, and was attended by King Alfonso, 
Queen Victoria Eugenie, all the members of the roy- 
al family and many dignitaries. 

When the procession was formed in “the galleries 
of the royal apartments to proceed to the chapel 
the King and all the members of the royal family 
were agreeably surprised to see that Queen Vic- 
torla, who intentionally took the last place, bore 
in her arms a charming little infantry soldier, at- 


tired in recruits’ uniform. It was the Prince of As- 
turias, whom his nrther had. dressed in the uni- 


form. .of Infantry Regiment No. 1, Known as: the 
“King’s Regiment.”’ 

After the service, and in the presence of the King 
and Queen and the royal family, the Prince of As- 
turlas was enrolled by the Minister of War and the 
Colonel of the King’s Regiment as. an. ordinary 
private. 

A photographer made an excellent snapshot. of 
King Alfonso carrying ‘his only son and heir to kiss 
the Spanish flag. planted near the arch of May 2, on 
the field of loyalty. There every year on the 24 of 
May masses are celebrated from dawn to noon at 
four altars for the repose of the souls of’ historic 
heroes of Spain. The photograph is not only the 
latest of Spain's present and future kings, but it 
gives evidence anew of Alfonso'’s very humanly 
sympathetic character.

Alvaro Valente, who is a private in the Twelfth 
Infantry Regiment, was near’ the royal carriage 
when the ,Anarchist' Costa shot the Crown Prince. 
He rushed up to the assassin as he was about to fire 
point blank at ghe Queen and knocked up the barrel 
of his carbine. The shot was fired; but the ball was 
lost in the air, Valente was himself wounded in the 
thigh by a third shot from Costa’s carbine. 

When it became known that Valente was to be dec- 
orated by the Queen thousands of people assembled 
outside the palace. The weremony took place when 
King Manuel returned from Parliament, the -Queen 
pinning on the breast of the soldier the Cross of the 
Order of the Tower and the Sword for Merit. 

Her Majesty then appeared on the balcony of the 
Palace, with One arm round the neck of the young 
King, and followed by Valente. 

The crowd below cheered enthusiastically, and 
when quiet had been somewhat restored, the Queen, 
still embracing the King, pointed to the soldier with 
her left band, and in a voice broken by emotion said: 
“He saved my life.’ : 

The cross conferred on Valente carries with it a 
pension equal to that of the rank of captain.

For three days, with brief perieds of 
rest, John T. Guyre, 60 years old, a 
Pprofessiona] diver, living at 1362 Bayard 
avenue, worked beneath 15 feet of water 
and 50 feet below the ground, in order 
to rescue valuable machinery from the 
flooded mine of August Ebel, near Belle- 
ville. 

The task was hazardous in the ex- 
treme. In the unfamiliar winding tun- 
nels of the mine Guyre was in constant 
danger of plunging down some unseen 
shaft or of having his supply of dir 
cut off. 

Realizing the dangerous nature of the 
task, he hesitated before attempting it. 
The machinery, valued at thousands of 
dollars, was. located 1000 feet from the 
main hoisting shaft, making it neces- 
sary_Ko erect a temporary structure.

With Coal and Obtains 
Intense Heat.

Alexander Marshall told the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday how he has solved 
an important problem that may greatly 
reduce the world’s consumption of coal. 

He claims to have discovered a method 
whereby the cost of coal, by the use of 
limestone, in furnaces of any kind, may 
be reduced to one-half. The limestone 
exists in sufficient quantities in the 
Piasa Bluffs along the Mississippi River 
to supply Alton with fuel for centuries 
to come. Marshball’s scheme proves gen- 
erally successful. 

Gets Red-Hot Fire. 

“You see, I throw in plenty of coal 
to get a red. hot fire in the furnace,’ 
said Mr. Marshall. ‘Then I throw in 
equal parts in bulk of coal and lime- 
stone. In a few minutes a white heat 
is generated which nas absolutely no 
smoke.”’ 

A strong limelight blaze at once flared 
up in the furnace. The former dark, 
black smoke from the stacks began to 
be transformed into a light, airy gas— 
carbonic acid gas released from the car- 
bonate of lime. The heat was intense 
and in a few minutes it seemed as if 
the seams of the boilers would melt. 

“Coal alone never gave such a heat,”’ 
remarked Mr. Marshall. “In a few 
weeks I will have a testing apparatus 
here for the purpose of finding out ex- 
actly the amount of heat units in a 
given quantity of coal and then. the 
number of units in coal and limestone.’’ 

After the test the residue left was 
exhibited in the grate. There were no 


;clinkers; the coal had evidently all been 


ed. 

“The residue makes a. good fertilizer,’’ 
Mr. Marshall said. “Of course the ashes 
are not so good as the limestone before 
‘burning, for that contains 40 per cent 
more of carbon. The advantage lies in 
the fact. that use has already been 
made of the coal. Left in the ground 
for a longer length of time the burned 
limestone will bring about exactly the 
same effect as the pure limestone; that 
is, in correcting the acidity of the soil.’’ 


Cost Greatly Decreased. 

Mr. Marshall then explained that the 
coal he formerly used up to the eve of 
his limestone fuel discovery a month 
ago cost $2.40 per ton. The actual cost 
of limestone is 60 cents a ton. As the 
limestone and coal are used half and 
half the actual cost of a ton of the 
Marshall heating material is $1.50. 

“The use of my discovery,’’ said Mr. 
Marshall, ‘‘would insure smokeless heat 
which I'm sure would do away with the 
big city smoke annoyance. Then there 
are no heavy clinkers to deal with, and 
besides we have an almost perfect fertil- 
izer in the ashes, to say nothing of the 
prime consideration, the reduction in fuel 
cost. 

“My explanation of limestone’s value 
as fuel is that it contains 89.73 per cent 
of pure carbonate of lime. This is not 
combustible unless heated, but when 
heated in a redhot blaze becomes com- 
bustible, sending off carbonic acid gas, 
giving a limelight fire in the furnace 
which is many times hotter than the or- 
dinary coal fire. In order to make it 
smokeless we must shut off as much 
oxygen as possible, which is partly done 
by closing up the furnaces.” 

“T intend to build: what is called a 
“Dutch oven,”’ a class of furnace into 
which coal is dumped at the top by a 
sort of mechanical contrivance which 
prevents any air from escaping when the 
furnace, which is otherwise closed, is be- 
ing fired. 

Get, Idea From Post-Dispatch. 

“T have been studying this matter ever 
since I read in the Post-Dispatch of the 
experiments of Mr. Ridder of the Water- 
works plant at Baden. He made gas for 
lighting by heating limestone redhot in 
retorts over the fire. I wondered at 
once if the gas could not be made ‘righ! 
in the furnace and retained there to In- 
crease the heat of the fire under the 
boilers. By a series of experiments last- 
ing over a month I learned that ft could 
be done, and I have been doing it suc- 
cessfully ever since in our plant at El- 
sah.” 

Mr. Marshall resides in Carondelet. He 

is 53 years of age and is of Scotch de- 
scent. He wears a large reddish beard. 
which reaches below his coat lapel.

wONDON, May 30.—Hurlingham, the 
erstwhile center of amusements, such 
as pigeon shooting and polo, has now 
tnken the lead in ballooning, sdciety’s 
latest recreation, and today was the cen- 
ter of interesting international aeronaut- 
ic contests, in which 12 British, 13 
French, three German, two Belgian and 
one Swiss balloons competed. 

The geographic situation of Great 
Britain being such as to forbid a long 
distance contest, the committee - in 
charge decided upon a point to point 
race. 

Owing to the uncertainty of the wind, 
the destination was not fixed until 3 
o’ciock in the afternoon, when Maiden- 
head was chosen, a distance of some- 
thing more than thirty miles. 

Women in the Cars. 

The most interesting feature was the 
number of women who made the ascen- 
sion, and the great eagerness that was 
shown by the leaders-of fashionable sets 
to secure places in the cars. 

In addition to the English women, who 
included Lady. Shelley, the Honorable 
Mrs. Ashton Y. Harbord, Mrs. and Miss 
Brabazor and Mrs. Capper, wife of Col. 
Capper, several French women crossed 
the channel for the especial purpose of 
making the trip in the air. 

The band of the Royal Horse Guards, 
as each balloon was set loose, played 
the national anthem of ‘the country 
which it represented. 

The weather was hazy and the wind 
was very light, making the race a com- 
petition of skill in the search for. the | 
helpful currents, in Which the British 
competitors, with their local knowledge, 
had a distinct advantage. 

Balloons Vary in Size. 

The balloons varied greatly in size 

from the Belgian Le Roitélet, 


Cognac, of 2000 cubic meters. A valve’ 
defect prevented the Cognac from as- 
cending at the last moment. 

The largest English balloon was Pol- 
lack’s Valkyrie, of 1689 cubic meters. 

There was an exciting incident at “the 
start of the race, the Belgian balloon, 
emulating De Nord, striking a tree in 
the grounds. 

The pilot, Albert Crombez, instantly 
threw‘ over all his ballast and succeed- 
fed in clearing the obstruction, but his 
sear took with it two hugs brancfes of 
the tree. The aeronaut pluckily con- 
tinued the race. 

The winner proved to be the Valky- 
rie, which made the descent’ very 
easily, about three hundred yards from 
the winning post. Griffith Brewer's 
Lotus, also a British representative, 
finished second.

tal supervision, issue emergency 
currency to the amount of $500,- 
000,000. 

Individual banks can secure such 
currency by depositing therefor 
state, county or municipal bonds as 
security, or they can form them- 
selves into clearing house associa- 
tions and deposit with such as- 
sociations their commercial papers 
and other securities. . 

There shall be deposited in the 
United States Treasury on all 
emergency currency, a reserve of 
10 per cent, as distinguished from 
the 5 per cent reserve required on 
the existing bond-secured curren- 
cy. 

Subject to the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, every 
bank may take out emergency 
currency which has outstanding 
currency equal to 40 per cent of 
its capital stock. 

When emergency currency is is- 
sued it shall be distributed geo- 

. graphically, under a provision that 
the amount issued to the banks: of 
a single state shall not exceed 
such proportion to the unimpaired 
capital and surptus of*the banks 
of that state as the total issue of 
such emeftgency currency bears to 
the total unimpaired capital and 
surplus of all the national banks 
of the country.

Schaden’s Cap Found. 

On the same day that Green's re- 
volver, coat and hat were picked up in 
the potate patch, a drab military cap, 
subsequently identified as Schaden’s, 
was found near the river bank, about 
a mile north of the Jefferson Barracks 
station. on the Iron Mountain. This is 
near the northern edge of the military 
reservation, and more than a half mile 
from the potato patch. 

That the cap belonged to Schaden de- 
veloped Friday, when his body was: 
taken from the river at Herculaneum, 
about twenty miles south of the Bar- 
racks. On learning of the finding of 
the body, Sergt. Browns of the Hos- 
pital Corps was sent to fetch the body 
to the Barracks for a military funeral, 
but it was buried at Herculaneum be- 
fore he arrived. 


that they were together. “Schaden was 
last seen at the Barracks Monday evén-. 
ing. 

He was missed Tuesday night when 
he failed to appear at Union Station, 
with a detachment of recruits bound for 
Utah. But no one has been found who 
saw him néar the point where he is 
thought to have been assaulted and 
thrown into the river. 

Green was at the hospital as usual 
until Thursday évening. When he was 
relieved from 4uty, he donned citizen's 
elothing and started away from the hos- 
pital. It was supposed he went to the 
city.. * 

: One Shot Is Heard, 

About 10 o'clock that night. one of his 
comrades said he heard a shot. He now 
thinks it. was at this time that Green 
was wounded. 

Green throws no light on the mur- 
der of Schaden. He says he didn’t know 
him. He also says he doesn’t know how 
he himself was shot. The hospital au- 
thorities will not allow the injured man 
to be questioned at length, owing to 
his injury. 

Green is 2 years old and comes from 
Moberly, Mo. His comrades say his du- 
ties did not throw him in contact with 
men in the recruit companies, unless 
the latter became ill. Schaden was 24 
years old, a native of Faid, Germany, 
and a member of the Eighteenth re- 
cruit company. He was in good health. 

A possible motive for the murder of 
Schaden is found fn the fact that he 
carried a roll of bills with him much 
of the time, since -his afrival at the 
barracks, about five weeks ago. This 
Was known to those who came in con- 
tact with him:

It Is Voted to Simplify Church 
Catechism for the

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 30.—In se- 
lecting the executive commission of the 
church, in the last hour before final 
adjournment, the One-hundred and 
twentieth.

States, consummated the most impor- 
tant act of its entire ten days’ delibera- 
tions.

Ostensibly He Will Merely 
Boss the Band, but. Politi- 
cians See Deeper Plans. 





WASHINGTON, May 30.—Wire pulling 
in pelitical conventions will soon be 4 
thing of the past. Secretary Taft is to 
be nominated by a push button conven- 
tion and -hereafter politicians who work 
behind the scenes must be known as 
button-pushers instead of wire-pullers. 

Behind the adoption of the new device 
is a deep-laid plot to throttle a stam- 
pede for Roosevelt or for anybody or 
anything else that the leaders don’t like. 
Col. W. F. Stone, the sergeant-at-arms 
of the Chicago Convention, is to be the 
chief button-pusher. His desk will be 
equipped with the necessary buttons and 
wires. 

Officially the only push-button men- 
tioned is one to enable Col. Stone to 
signal the band. The ostensible purpose 
of this particular button is to enable 
him to order a funeral march or some- 
thing else equally dismal if a stampede 
needs heading off ‘“‘The Stars and Stripes 
Forever’’ if things get dull and need 
stirring up. 

Deep Plot Ig Seen. 

But the wiseacres among the politi- 
Clans see more than a push-button for 
the band only. They see other wires 
running to the state delegations and to 
the seats of the various orators, of 
whom has a particular note which he is 
adept at striking. 

Col. Stone will, in fact, be a regular 
organist and the individuals of the con- 
vention will be merely the reeds through 
which the organist can produce any 
notes he sees fit. 

If the radicals or Roosevelt men are 
in control of the convention and Col. 
Stone is playing their tunes, he is ex- 
pected to work the button hard on 
Senator Beveridge and start the In- 
dianan on a Roosevelt policies speech. 

When this gets the convention into 
the Roosevelt spirit, the organist can 
vary the tune in time to stop a real 
stampede to Roosevelt and press the 
button on a strong Taft orator who 
can swing the sentiments of the 
crowd toward the War Secretary's 
cause, 

Can Nominate Anybody. 

Thus from behind the scenes with a 
few simple movements of his finger, 
it is argued, Col. Stone can nominate 
Taft and the great uninitiated audi- 
ence will think the nomination is the 
result of the great love and admira- 
tion of the delegates for Taft. 

On the other hand if the consérva- 
tives control and Col. Stone has to 
play their tunes, he can work the but- 
tons on such safe and sane men as 
Senator Burrows of Michigan, or Sen- 
ator Scott of West Virginia, who will 
talk the “give us a test” policies and 
move the convention in the direction’ 
of the “safe and sane” candidates, 
Vice President Fairbanks,:.

The’ week just ended has been one of 
wide fluctuations in the stock market. 
The well-organized and ever-alert bears, 
taking advantage of the sharp advance 
in securities during the last month, 
made two or three very successful raids 
on the market. 

The time was opportune. There was 
nothing In the general business situa- 
tion that justified the strong upward 
movement of prices. -Conditions in the 
railroad world had not materially im- 
proved, they seemed, ou the contrary, 
to grow worse, the earnings of the great 
transportation companies in almost e?- 
ery instance showing decreases. 

Throughout the country industrial af- 
fairs were still in qa depressed condi- 
tion, although there had been ‘some 
slight iniprovement in some branches of 
industry. 

Federal legislation was not of a char- 

acter to justify any hopes of ameliora- 
tive measures in regard to currency or 
to the Sherman anti-trust act. 
* Notwithstanding these circumstances, 
a group of miHionaires, with no basis 
of action other than the power of mon- 
ey, began a manipulative crusade in all 
the more prominent stocks to an aver- 
age of about 10 points, 

The advance being entirely artificial 
lacked stability and was the more easily 
subject to successful attack. Severe 
recessions followed these attacks, and 
the stocks that were most conspicuous 
in the upward movement, were the ones 
that suffered the heaviest Josses.. 

Union Pacific after a scientific ad- 
vance to over 150 was-sent -tumbling 
back to below 140 with the final closing 
for the week ending May 30 around 
these figures. 

Mo. Pacific, the chief center of dis- 
turbance, lost 15 points in the battle 
for supremacy between the bulls and 
the bears. 

. For several days the Gould stocks 
have been sources of demoralization in 
the market. It was generally antictpated 
that the Wabash-Pittsburg-Terminal 
would be placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. This anticipation was verified 
almost immediately after Friday’s ses- 
sion of the Exchange. 

The financial difficulties of the Wa- 
bash-Pittsburg-Terminal had a _  pro- 
nounced depressing effect on all the 
other Gould railroads. — 

Besides Mo. Pacific, Wabash pfd. and 
Western Union lost on the week's trad- 
ing. 

One of the reasons for the weakness 
in Missouri Pacific was the general be- 
Wef on the “‘street’’ that the corpora- 
tion would discontinue dividend pay- 
ments. 

The Wheeling & Lake Erie matter is 
also a sérious proposition for the 
Goulds. | 

Eight million dollars will be needed in 
August to satisfactorily finance this rail- 
road, and in view of present conditions 
in other Gould properties, this looks like 
a difficult, if not insuperable, problem. 

The last dividend of the Missouri Pa- 
cific of 2% per cent, declared in January, 
was paid in stock, and the directors are 
due to act on the’ next semi-annual dis- 
bursement the latter part of June. When 
the stock of the company fell to under 
w a few months ago, the financial com- 
munity arrived at the conclusion that 
dividends would be suspended, but sub- 
sequently @eports became current that 
the company would resume cash pay- 
ments for the coming half year, and on 
the strength of these rumors, along with 
other influences, the stock roge violently 
to 644%, on May 20. Since that time the 
stock has been declining, and yesterday 
experienced a particularly sharp break, 
falling to 45%, a drop of nearly 7 points 
for the day. This slump was associated, 
to some extent, with the financial diffi- 
culties of the Wabash-Pittsburg Termi- 
nal Railway Co., but more particularly 
to the information that the company did 
not intend to pay any cash dividend for 
the half year. In fact, it was learned 
that certain prominent banking Interests 
had reecived positive information that 
cash payments would not be resumed 
for an indefinite period, and that there 
was little chance Of the payment of a 
«ividend in stock. 


The conclusion was quite naturally 
reached by the trading element that 
Missouri Pacific as a non-dividend 
paying stock was selling too high, 
and in consequence there was heavy 
Uquigation of the shares yesterday.

IMPROVEMENT I 
WHEAT WEATHE 


Better Conditions Set in Following 
Early Damaging Rains 
in Belt. 





Following very uncertain weather con- 
ditions early last week, which caused 
an inflow of damage reports from the 
winter belt, bright, sunshiny conditions 
set in and prospécts during the larger 


portion of the week were all that 
eould be asked for. The business 
in the pit was small and profession- 
al, which acted as a bar to an ex- 
tended upward movement of prices, but 
with supplies approaching the danger 
mark, and with foreigners buying a fair 
amount of wheat, sentiment was radi- 
cally bullish. Advances scored in the 
forepart of the week were mostly lost 
later, and the close showed prices at 
about steady levéls. 
Crop Conditions Unfavorable. 


Most of the reports of damage came 
from Kensas, Oklahoma and the South- 
west generally, with Nebraska also send- 
ing in occasional complaints. There 
were heavy ‘rains in a large part of 
Texas, generally throughout klaho- 
ma, in pants of the aaa Mississippi 
and Red River of the North valleys and 
the North Rocky Motntain . regions. 
There was excessive moisture on several 
days in Kansas, reports from which 
State caused the most stir in the pit, 
and the very warm weather, which usu- 
ally followed the rains, caused fear of 
rust. Tue complication of the weather 
conditions was further increased by oc- 
casional very cold weather, which was 
reported in several parts of the belt. 
Nor was this all that the bulls showed 
in the way of crop killers, for green 

are again said to on one of 
thar destructive ravagés, though the 
damage being done by this pest is 
thought to be mostly confined to the 
oats crops. 

These pessimistic views of the out- 
come of the winter wheat crop were 
being sent from the fields for several 
days and caused considerable bull enthu- 
siasm.

He was very 
vain, to be sure, and. his head was 
slightly turned from hobnobbing with 
monarchs when he designed for him- 
self a most gorgeous gy costume, 
On his first apearance it his min- 
isters laughed. so heartily that the 
uniform was discarded. 

Edward Says Frock’s the Thing. 

The subject was revived by Presi- 
dent Fallieres while he chatted with 
King Edward between cigars at the 
recent state dinner in Buckingham 
Palace. He expressed himself as dis- 
Pleased with the fashion which de- 
creed that he must appear in a “dress 
suit” even at midday functions, 

King Edward, being the arbiter of 
fashion for all’men in Europe, was 
immediately interested in President 
Fallieres’ protest.

“The only interests that appear to be 
materially affected by the recent bust- 
ness stagnation are the supply -compa- 
nies, who are dependent on the rail- 
roads. 

“In this class are embraced the large 
iron and steel plants, and other manu- 
facturing concerns. 

“I was talking the other day to Mr. 
Scullin of the Scullin-Gallagher Iron 
Co., where 1800 men are employed under 
normal conditions. He told me that the 
Stee] business is still quiet, but a decid- 
ed improvement has been noted during 
rthe past ten days. He says they have 
been putting their hands back to work, 
gradually. 

All Reports Encouraging. 

“From. no section have we received 
a discouraging report. It is true that 
every man, who is out of a job, will not 
necessarily be supplied with one in the 
immediate future, but the great bulk 
of them will.be able to find work, if 
they want it. 

“Only a few days ago we advertised 
for rock breakers in connection with the 
Forest Park restoration work, and hard- 
ly enough men to fill the demand re- 
sponded. 

“That shows conditions are not half 
as bad as the pessimists would have 
us believe. 

“The National Prosperity Association 
has achieved a great success, and its 
promoters should be proud of the excel- 
lent results already accomplished."

Arnold gave an account

She left the book, 
without comment, content that it 
shotttd plead alone, in her own same 
and her gon’s, for mercy toward the

The Governor thumbed the leaves 
and glanced at the lyrics that caught 
his eye. Finally he came to the beats 
tiful, virile limes called “Man to 
Man.” He read and reread the short 
poem. Then he exclaimed:
